Terrible Harder Breaghe to Light la 
Bainbridge, Pennsylvania. 
iiarkisdcbo, Pa, Feb. 16 —The vicinity 
of Bai abridge, Lancaster county, and the 
country for miles around has been startled 
by a horrible tragedy, involving the death 
of four persons. Ina am*11 frame house 
abutting a public road, about a quarter of 
a mile from tho Pennsylvania railroad, 
there resided Charles Lane and family, 
consisting of hij wile and three children. 
On Saturday a gentleman living In the 
neighborhood suspected that something 
had occurred m the house, as he had not 
seen aoy of the 
inmates for several 
days. He instituted an 
investigation, 
and through 
the 
window discov­ 
ered Lane, his wife (the latter clasping an 
infant to her face,) a girl aged about five 
years, and a boy two years older, lying on 
a rudely constructed cot near by. The 
doors of the building connected with the 
outside were found locked. One of them 
was burst open, and the sleeping room 
thoroughly examined. Lane, who was six 
feet five inches tall, lay diagonally across 
toe bed, with no signs of life. ills wife 
occupied a crouched position, with her 
skull crashed and neck broken from the 
head 
to 
below 
the 
breast. 
Her 
body presented 
a 
livid appearance. 
She 
held 
in 
her 
arms 
a 
child 
about 3 mouths old, which had evidently 
been mothered. The face of the little one 
woe barely under the cover, aod was 
pressed tightly against the face of 
its 
mother, both of which were flattened oat 
by the contact. The bo .ies of the mother 
and child were in an advanced state of de­ 
composition. la an improvised bed was 
the dead body of tho little girl, her neck 
broken and presenting an appearance in­ 
dicating 
that 
she 
had 
been 
dead 
some time. 
Alongside of 
her was 
her 
little 
brother, 
who 
was 
on 
his hands and knees, his feet and portions 
ot his legs being badly frozen. 
lie was 
protected by no clothing, and when the 
discovery of the tragedy was made by 
outside parties, be exclaimed: 
'Hush, 
hush, they are sleeping.” There was con­ 
siderable blood on the bed occupied by 
Lane aod his wife, but no evidence of a 
struggle. As no implements were found 
about toe house with which the woman's 
skull could have been crashed without 
leaving a mark, 
it is 
supposed that 
Lane 
pressed 
her violently against 
the 
rail 
of 
the 
bed. 
Dr. 
Wesemau, of Bainbridge, made a post­ 
mortem examination of the body of Lane, 
and discovered unmistakable evidence of 
poison in his stomach, and came to toe 
conclusion that he died from’it. Although 
he made no examination of the body of toe 
little girl, he Is convinced that poison had 
been administered to her ; but as her neck 
was also broken, he is unable to say which 
caused her death. The mother aud child 
were placed in one coffin, and Lane and 
his daughter in separate coffins, and all in­ 
terred in the cemetery In the suburbs of 
Bainbridge. 


Fatal Kndlng of n Frontier Fend. 
Yankton, Feb 16—Intelligence has just 
reached this city of a fatal encounter at 
Brule City, 150 miles ap the Missouri, last 
Friday, by which the notorious Jim Som­ 
ers and M Somers killed each other. There 
was a feud of many years existing between 
the families, and Friday young Somers and 
his uncle came together and had an alter­ 
cation. Jim grabbed a needle gun and shot 
his nephew through the body. As he 
fell the latter palled his revolver and shot 
his uncle, killing him instantly.

The Wonderful 
Winter of a 
Century 
Back, 
From the New York Times, Fob. 8. 
Tho hunting ap of records of extraordi­ 
narily warm winters in the past having 
been brought to a stand still by the recent 
violent fall of the mercury, some of the 
cold winters of old times come into notice. 
A lady in Southport, Conn., and an old 
sea captain at Black Rock, In the same 
state, unite in sending the Times an in­ 
teresting account of the winter of 1780, 
just a century ago. The following is 
selected from an old journal found at Black 
Rock: 
1780. 
Cbespeake Bay was frozen hard enough 
for carriages at Annapolis, where it is five 
and one-quarter miles wide, to pass over. 
Jan. 7—A vast quantity of light snow 
tell, and a strong northwest wind blew it 
incessantly tor three or tonr days thicker 
than a snow storm, and drifted so hard that 
sleds, loaded, came over the tops of fences. 
The harbor was frozen so bard that loads 
of wood went oat on the channel, the ice 
being one-half foot thick. Captain Parks 
cut out from the upper wharf in 14 days. 
Ducks, geese, etc, lived on the land. One 
year it was warm till the 14th of January, 
when a blooming dandelion was found. 
March 18.—Captain Fry and Lieutenant 
Willard went to town, having been here 
46 days. This year there was not any rain 
from the 19th of May till toe 7th oi Au­ 
gust. 
May 19.—Dark day. 
Candles were 
lighted and fowls went to roost. Yet dark­ 
ness was greater to the eastward and less 
to the westward than it was here. 
The 
clouds appeared in a yellow color, like 
brass. 
September 7.—The sun appeared like a 
gold ring. 
October 39—Two rainbows appeared In 
a cloud, and those vanishing, two more 
appeared. 
An old sea captain, now 85 years of age, 
corroborates the statement about the sever- 
ity of toe winter of 1780, and adds the 
following interesting facts: “The Sound 
was entirely frozen over for weeks. Sleds 
drawn by horses and cattle, heavily load­ 
ed, crossed and recrossed from Connecti­ 
cut to Long Island. My father, with others 
from the town of Fairfield, went with 
stores and grain to Boston. The snow 
was so deep that it coyered the fences, and 
frozen so hard that the horses and sleds 
passed over in safety. An English frigate 
lost no less than six men off Bandy Hook ; 
who were frozen to death in attempting to 
adjust the rigging when about to enter the 
harbor of New York.”
